This is correct, Mike, and I neglected to cover that point. 
It's not enough to return the B- through a resistor if that 
resistor is connected to ground. The B- needs to go through 
the proper terminal on the output transformer so the B- derived 
bias goes all the right places. 

In a BC-348Q, this is pin 6 on the output transformer/choke. 

If your original output transformer has been removed, 

let me know- I think I still have one in storage, but 

it will take some time to get it found. 


If your output transformer has been replaced, odds are 

it was done because the original was fried due to someone's 

misguided "improvements" or that dratted 1950s article in CQ 
magazine that told people to ground the B- (that damn thing 

xstill*x turns up from time to time). 

If so, I have a wiring chart that might help. 


Also- Start at the grid pin of the audio output tube 

and you will find resistors- 50k, 1 Meg and 250k in series 
with a .i uFd bypass cap between the 1 meg and the 250k 

and a 1250 pFd going to the volume control pot from between 
the 50k and the 1Meg. 

This is the bias network for the audio out. 


The B- connection point is at the end of the 250k resistor 
that faces the back of the radio; should be a couple of 
blue wires there, one going to terminal 6 on the audio 
output transformer and the other going to a terminal 

for connection to the dynamotor. 

All the bias componants are right there to the left of 

the fuse, if you are facing the bottom and back of 

the radio. 

Check these componants for proper value and/or leakage.

model. I do need it as I cannot read voltages on my downloaded drawings

Most of the distortion problems have gone away, as a result of speaker 
repair- the 


pole piece was not perfectly centered in the voice coil. I found only one 
open 
mica cap in the RF- section. Several resistors had increased in value in 


excess of 20%, 
so they got replaced. Audio is a lot better, but still some slight distortion 
and 


sensitivity is poor on BC band. I now suspect one or more bad osc or ant 
coils? 

There is a ant can that gives me no peaking action. The IF freq is 460kc. I do 
get 


peaking action when adjusting the slugs. I did not test the fixed caps in the IF 
cans,
